Tlic t!liln«'«n Treaty. 


The S. F. 
Bulletin publishes a 


lengthy and very sensible article on the 
Ohine<ui question, 
cloning with the 


following good suggestion: 


Tim people of tho Pacific coast aro 


not playing as at shuttle-cock with the 
question 
of 
Chinese 
immigration. 


They are iu earnest to secure practical 
means of relief. They want that relief 
brought within tho plain provisions of 
the law. Under this treaty this class of 
immigration can bo wholly suspended 
by act of Oougrew, or it eau be limi- 
ted, as was proposed by tho Fifteeii- 
paKseuger Act. Congress, hns deferred 
legislation until it might be 
effected 


within the provisions of a treaty. That 
treaty is DOW ponding n ratification. It 
has boon 
thoughtlessly proposed to 


send it back to China with amendments, 
and especially with ouo making an ex- 
press provision against the natural- 
ization of Chinese.' There is not the 
least necessity for any such proceeding. 
A treaty of itself never confers a right 
upon any foreigner to be naturalized. 
The Chinese treaty confers no right, 
and it cannot bear any such construc- 
tion. But to send it back to China for 
concurrence on an amendment, would 
bo to jepardize the whole treaty, and 
leave tho immigration question where 
it was two years ago. 


It is almost seven years since Presi-
